TAKING  INTO  consideration 
that  there  are  great  differences 
among  colleges,  Riesman  cited 
a number  of  studies  from  which 
s d m e general  impresssions 
emerged. 

Today’s  student  is  more  cau- 
tious and  conservative  than  the 
student  of  ten  years  ago.  To- 
ward much  of  the  world  around 
him.  as  international  relation, 
he  is  apathetic.  He  can  envision 
the  future  non-work  side  of  his 
life  with  greater  detail  and  en- 
thusiasm then  he  can  the  career 
side. 

Marital  relations  are  import- 
tant  to  students  since  almost  all 
seniors  are  either  married,  en- 
gaged, or  foreseeing  marriage. 

Riesman  said  the  suburbs 
that  are  sought  for  the  child- 
ren and  not  themselves,  should 
include  a comfortable  home 
atmosphere  with  the  essentials 
of  comfortable  living.  The 
family  is  definitely  first  and 
the  career  second. 

Though  some  students  have 
an  intense  interest  in  their  vo 
cation,  on  the  whole,  this  des- 
tiny is  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
corporations. 

“These  general  impressions 
are  not  confined  to  the  pro.spec- 
tive  business  empIoy€*es,”  ac- 
cording to  Riesman.

Riesman  continued  with  the 
points  that  much  of  the  student 
world  view  is  honest  and  toler- 
ant. But  the  younger  genera- 
tion hold  come  serious  miscon- 
ceptions. 

In  their  opinion,  a corporation 
(or  professional)  environment 
calls  for  a surrender  of  judge- 
ment and  intellectural  honesty; 
they  believe  that  they  have  no 
control  over  their  own  careers. 
Thus  they  withdraw  their  alleg- 
iance from  their  work  and 
adont  an  attitude  of  resignation. 

The  central  theme  of  Reis- 
man’s  lecture  was  concerned 
with  the  role  of  the  schools 
and  colleges  in  fostering  the 
ideas  now  in  circulation.  “The 
attitude  of  the  students  toward 
their  curriculum  is  on  the  al- 
ienation, since  they  generally 
believe  that  they  can  do  noth- 
ing to  control  their  environ- 
ment,” he  said.
